Traffic  Tips 

As  you  can  readily  understand, 
your  eyes  play  an  important  part 
in  your  driving.  The  proper  use 
of  your  eyes  will  aid  you  in  avoid¬ 
ing  a  collision  which  could  result 
in  a  serious  if  not  fatal  injury. 

Too  many  drivers  keep  their  eyes 
fixed  on  the  vehicle  directly  in 
front  of  them.  The  correct  thing 
to  do  is  to  take  in  the  entire 
traffic  situation.  Be  aware  of 
the  situation  of  the  traffic  in 
front  of  the  vehicle  you  are  fol¬ 
lowing.  Know  what  is  happening 
behind  your  vehicle.  Be  alert  to 
the  traffic  traveling  in  the  oppo¬ 
site  direction. 

Look  for  a  possible  "escape 
hatch."  Make  sure  you  have  enough 
space  between  your  vehicle  and  the 
vehicle  you  are  following  so  that 
you  will  be  able  to  make  a  safe, 
quick  stop,  and  that  you  have  an 
open  space  on  at  least  one  side 
in  order  to  swerve  away  from  any 
unforeseen  danger.

For  the  past  18  years  I  have 
led  the  life  of  what  is  commonly 
called  an  "Army  brat".  This  life 
has  brought  me  homes  all  across 
the  United  States,  and  recently, 
a  two  year  stay  in  Europe.  I  was 
a  student  at  an  Army  operated 
high  school  in  France  and  my  im¬ 
pressions  were  gained  through 
visits  to  the  various  countries. 

We  arrived  in  Bremerhaven,  Ger¬ 
many  in  autumn  of  1956.  At  first 
I  was  quite  bewildered  by  the 
contrast  of  European  customs  to 
the  American  way  of  life,  but 
gradually  I  became  more  and  more 
fascinated.  _ 

The  great  difference  between 
the  United  States  and  Europe  is, 
of  course,  age.  Buildings  in  all 
the  cities  are  old  and  streets 
have  been  set  up,  years  before, 
with  no  thought  of  pattern.  Each 
of  the  countries  has  a  distinc¬ 
tion  of  its  own,  as  do  the  peo¬ 
ple. 

France  is  hilly  and  green  with 
trees  and  vineyards,  and  is  mark¬ 
ed  by  cement  houses  without  heat¬ 
ing  systems,  and  by  farmers  work¬ 
ing  fields  with  oxen.  In  south¬ 
ern  France  it  is  common  to  see 
French  women  washing  clothes  at 
outdoor  community  pools;  while 
Paris  is  full  of  homes  with  mod¬ 
ern  conveniences.  The  French 
standard  of  living  is  far  behind 
ours  and  TV  is  just  coming  into 
the  stores  and  small  villages. 

The  French  people  themselves  are 
a  gay  people,  a  people  with  lit¬ 
tle  hustle  and  bustle  to  their 
lives.  They  live  for  today  and 
enjoy  it  to  the  utmost. 

Spain  is  a  very  barren  country 
with  little  grass  and  a  few  trees. 
Only  in  the  progressive  cities  of 
Madrid  and  Barcelona  do  you  see 
modern  aids.  Madrid  is  a  huge 
city  divided  into  two  sections-- 
old  Madrid  and  new  Madrid.  Old 
Madrid  with  its  ancient  churches 
and  narrow  streets,  and  new  Mad¬ 
rid  made  up  of  many  up-to-date  ho¬ 
tels  and  apartment  buildings  as 


well  as  a  new,  very  impressive 
college  which  covers  an  area  of 
several  miles.  The  Spaniards  are 
a  vital  dark-eyed  and  quick  tem¬ 
pered  people. 

The  people  of  Germany  are  an 
efficient,  ambitious  people  who 
are  working  hard  to  advance  their 
tidy  country.  The  land  is  a  scene 
of  mountains,  grass,  forests,  and 
lovely  green  lakes.  The  mark  of 
progress  is  everywhere  in  Germany 
where  modern  and  convenient  high¬ 
ways  have  replaced  war  ruined 
structures  and  landmarks. 

The  land  of  Elizabeth  is  green 
and  crisp  with  houses  of  clapboard 
and  fields  of  sheep.  London  is  a 
prosperous  city  with  ancient  build¬ 
ings  and  the  echo  of  tradition. 

The  people  are  kind  and  friendly 
and  yet  reserved.  It  is  exciting 
to  see  the  changing  of  the  guard 
at  Buckingham  Palace,  to  visit 
Westminister  Abbey  or  to  locate 
the  emblem  of  Her  Majesty  above 
the  doors  of  the  stores  on  Picca- 
dily  Circus  and  along  Oxford  St. 

Europe  was  a  thrilling  and  won¬ 
derful  experience  for  me,  and  I 
hope  to  go  back  someday;  but  it's 
so  good  to  be  home  I

“ Satchmo ”  To  Appear  At  “Blues  in  the  Night 


LOUIE  "SATCHMO"  ARMSTRONG,  America's  number  one  jazz  ambassador,  will 
appear  at  the  JC  Fall  Formal,  "Blues  in  the  Night",  Nov.  28.  The  above 
picture  was  taken  from  the  movie  "-High  Society"  in  which  Louie  Armstrong 
co-starred  with  Bing  Crosby,  Grace  Kelly,  and  Frank  Sinatra. 


Louie  "Satchmo"  Armstrong  and 
his  band  will  be  in  town  Nov.  28 
to  provide  the  music  for  the  an¬ 
nual  JJC  Fall  Formal,  "Blues  in 
'the  Night",  to  be  held  from  9  p.m. 
to  midnight  in  the  gymnasium.  Com¬ 
mittees  are  in  full  swing  making 
plans  and  arrangements  for  the 
big  affair. 

Decorations  planned  consist  of 
a  blue  color  scheme  using  three 
or  four  shades  of  blue  to  follow 
through  with  the  "Blues"  theme. 

Up  to  this  date  nothing  has  been 
definitely  decided  as  to  the  rest 
of  the  decorations.  If  possible, 
Louis  and  his  orchestra  will  be 
placed  in  the  center  of  the  floor 
on  a  revolving  platform  which  will 
turn  approximately  every  fifteen 
minutes. 

Tickets  will  be  available  to  JT 
seniors  and  JC  alumni.  Privilege 
cards  enable  JC  students  to  free 
admittance  to  the  dance,  but  if 
their  guest  does  not  attend  JC, 
one  ticket  must  be  purchased. 

The  program  committee  is  busy 
planning  appropriate  bids  for  the 
occasion.  An  idea  at  present  is 
to  have  Louie's  picture  and  signa¬ 
ture  on  the  front  of  the  program. 

Formal  publicity  will  be  via 
radio  station  WJOL:  all  area  news¬ 
papers;  a  huge  banner  across  Chica¬ 
go  Street;  and  posters  in  downtown 
stores  and  local  high  schools. 

The  public  is  welcome  to  attend 
the  dance  as  spectators  for  $1  per 
person.  All  are  invited  to  view 
Louie  Armstrong,  "America's  number 
one  jazz  ambassador." 


Sms  Tours  Prison 


The  first  activity  of  SMS  this 
semester  was  a  trip  to  Stateville 
Hospital,  where  the  main  purpose 
was  to  learn  about  the  malaria 
research  project  firsthand  and 
to  talk  with  hospital  personnel 
directly. 

Stateville  is  world-famous  for 
its  research  work  on  malaria,  a 
fact  of  which  many  in  this  area 
are  not  aware.  It  was  at  State¬ 
ville  that  Dr.  Alvin  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Chicago  and  Dr.  Arnold 
of  the  U.  S.  Army  Medical  Corps 
discovered  the  cure  for  malaria, 
a  disease  which  affects  one-third 
'of  the  world's  population.

JC  Students  Tour 
Standard  Oil

A  group  of  representatives  from 
JC  recently  took  a  tour  through 
Standard  Oil  Company's  oldest  and 
largest  refinery  in  Whiting,  Ind. 
In  this  group  were  Mr.  Eggman, 

Don  Johnson,  chemistry;  William 
Rickhoff,  engineers;  Frank  Schwab, 
electronics;  and  myself,  press. 

Upon  our  arrival  we  were  escort¬ 
ed  into  a  very  modern  T-shaped 
.building  which  housed  the  research 
laboratories.  Our  guide  briefed 
us  on  the  operations  at  Standard 
Oil  and  then  conducted  us  on  a 
short  tour  of  the  refineries.  We 
saw  the  fractionating  towers 
which  distill  the  crude  oils  in¬ 
to  heavy  liquids.  These  in  turn 
are  heated  in  the  cat-crackers  at 
temperatures  in  excess  of  900°  F. 
The  resulting  product  from  these 
twenty-story  monsters  is  high- 
octane  gasoline.

Warren  Oldham  start¬ 
ing  fullback  trails  Ginnetti  by 
only  two  yards  to  hold  fourth 
place  honors  with  81  yards  in  24 
carries  for  a  3.4  average. 

Two  substitute  backs  have  enter¬ 
ed  the  rushing  column  for  the 
first  time  this  week.  Paul  Sea- 
borg  and  Ed  Riley  carried  for  the 
first  time  this  season  in  the 
Grand  Rapids  game. 

The  Wolves,  after  four  tilts, 
have  fallen  about  400  behind 
•their  opposition  on  total  yards 
rushing.  Joliet  has  totaled  only 
509  to  the  opponents  896. 

In  total  first  downs  Joliet 
trails  57  to  31  but  leads  in  the 
passing  yardage  272  to  249.  Ed 
Baranski,  the  Wolves  starting 
quarterback,  has  connected  on  21 
of  51  serials  with  one  intercep¬ 
tion  as  compared  to  the  opposi¬ 
tions  12  of  40  with  five  inter¬ 
ceptions. 

Punting  thus  far  in  the  season 
shows  Oldham  and  George  Eibel 
sharing  punting  duties  and  have 
averaged  36.2  on  28  punts.  The 
opposition  has  punted  16  times 
for  a  30,2  average.

.  The  Wolves  upset  the  North  Cen¬ 
tral  "B"  unit  in  the  stadium  open* 
er  19-13.  A  second  victory  was 
posted  over  Morton  JC  in  the  IJCC 
conference  opener  13-7, 

This  two  game  streak  was  snappec 
by  a  power- laden  Wright  JC  squad 
on  the  Wolves  next  outing  by  a 
39-6  margin.  Grand  Rapids  Junior 
College  in  Michigan  evened  up 
Joliet's  season  slate  by  dealing 
them  another  39-6  defeat. 

Reviewing  the  games  thus  far 
in  the. season  we  will  remember 
that  Al  Green  and  Jim  Greene,  a 
pair  of  fleet  halfbacks,  led  the 
Wolves  to  their  opening  triumph, 
Al  opened  the  JC  scoring  punch  on 
an  end  sweep  good  for  18  yards 
and  the  first  touchdown  against 
North  Central.

two  JJC  touchdowns  were  called  back 
because  of  penalties.  Joliet's 
first  successful  TD  came  on  a  per¬ 
fectly  executed  pass  play  netting 
25  yards.  End,  Paul  Whitmore  haul¬ 
ed  in  a  Baranski  pass  just  short 
of  the  goal  line  and  dove  in  for 
the  score.  Racich  came  up  with  a 
conversion  and  Joliet  led  7-0. 

Hard  running  Rich  Ginnetti, 
twice  the  winner  of  the  Joliet 
Township  rushing  crown,  picked  up 
the  Wolves  second  tally  on  a  three 
yard  slat  off  right  tackle.  The 
three  yard  TD  was  set  up  on  an 
alert  recovery  of  a  Morton  blocked 
punt  by  Herb  Boginis. 

Joliet  gave  Morton  a  touchdown 
in  the  final  period  but  held  on  to 
a  13-7  triumph. 

The  high  flying  Wolves  were 
tumbled  in  their  third  start  by 
Wright  JC.  Joliet's  Racich  was 
hindered  with  a  cast  on  his  right 
wrist  and  Al  Green  was  an  indef¬ 
inite  starter. 

Wright,  however,  piled  it  on 
behind  Gary  Steinbach,  a  somewhat 
phenominal  wizard  of  the  gridiron.' 
Steinbach  averaged  23.6  yards  per 
carry  against  Joliet  and  led 
Wright's  scoring  attack  with  two 
TDs  and  a  conversion. 

Al  Green  and  Baranski  clicked  on 
a  12  yard  pass  play  in  the  fourth 
quarter  for  Joliet's  only  score. 
Baranski  hit  Green  with  a  flat 
pass  and  Green  carried  around  left 
end  for  the  score.
